tinuing consultation at all levels

(AP) — Kurt Waldheim, an 
Auslrian career diplomat who 
has served at the United Na- 
tions since 1955, will be its sec- 
retary-general for the next five 
years. He has indicated that he 
will be an active one. 


The General Assembly was 


scheduled to appoint him for-' 
mally today in the last action of 
jts eventful three-month 26th 
session, held over for one day to 
name a successor to U Thant. 


His appointment was assured 


when the Security Council rec- 
ommended him for the post late 
Tuesday, on his 53rd birthday. 


Austria's U.N. ambassador 


won over 11 other candidates in 
three rounds of secret balloting 
at three private meetings of the 
15-nation council Friday, Mon- 
day and Tuesday. 


Waldheim finished first Tues- 


day in a close race with U.N. 
Ambassadors Max Jakobson of 
Finland and Carlos Ortiz de 
Rozas of Argentina, the only 
other candidates to get the nec- 
essary nine-vote majority. His 
vote was 11 to 1 with 3 absten- 
tions. 


Jakobson's vote was 9 to 5 


with 1 abstention and Ortiz de 
Rozas' 12 to 3. But both were 
vetoed, presumably by the So- 
viet Union. China was per-' 
suaded to lift Ihe veto it pre- 
viously used against Waldheim,

Estimates of supplying those basic 


requirements run in the neighborhood 
of $15 million. 


If this sounds low, it should be kept 


in mind that a Tortugan will work 
diligently for $1 a day. Compared to 
the mainland average income of $75 a 
year in Haiti, this is a bonanza, and 
the islanders can not say too much for 
the company. 


To date the company has invested 


about $700,000 in the venture, mostly 
for an airplane landing strip which can 
accept craft up to the DC-3 size. 


Though the promoters say they are 


not emphasizing the casinos and are 
shooting for the middle income market, 
spokesmen f o r 
the Devalier crowd 


claim a jet airport for junketing gam- 
blers is absolutely essential to luring in 
the kind of money required to make 
Tortuga the newest island paradise. 


The Tortuga venture simply shows 


how i d e a s can reverse themselves 
through the years.

Spending Theory Irks 
Savings, Loan People

. NEW YORK (AP) — The 
savings and loan people are 
getting a bit irritated by sug- 
gestions from the adminis- 
tration, economists and re- 
tailers that business conditions 
might improve if people saved 
less and spent more. 


Behind those suggestions is 


the assumption that if the con- 
sumer reduces his rate of sav- 
.ings he will pump billions of 
dollars into the economy. In- 
stead, the savings rate remains 
close to 8 per cent. 


That percenate 
which re- 


lates to the amount of take 
home pay—after taxes, that is— 
is unusually high. In I960, for 
example, it was less than 5 per 
cent, and as recently as 1969 it 
was at a more "normal1 6 per 
cent. 


If that rate comes down, 


business goes up, some people 
assume. And that is what both- 
ers the U.S. Savings and Loan 
League. H contends that such 
thinking is too simplistic. 


"There's been so much con- 


cern in recent months about the 
need from more consumer 
spending—and less saving- 
thai it's easy to believe thai 
money in savings accounts 
simply 
is locked in vaults, 


where it does no good," the 
league comments. 


"The fact is," it continues, 


"that the money you pul in your 
savings account does as much 
for the economy as money spent 
directly for consumer goods and 
services," 


Savings and loan associ- 


ations, it reminds us, fuel the 
housing boom as well as assist 
in commercial and industrial 
developments, churches, shop- 
ping centers, urban renewal 
projects and hotels. 


The league even defends sav- 


ing in some competitive in- 
stitutions. 


Money saved at mutual sav- 


ings banks, it notes, is used to 
finance housing and real estate 
developments and to buy corpo- 
rate bonds. Savings at com- 
mercial bankn finance business, 
large consumer purchases and 
government projects. And cred- 
it union money is funnelcd to 
retail markets through loans. 


One corollary In the rise in 


savings during 1971 was a ten- 
dency of households to redeem 
their mutual fund nharea, and 
Rome of that money seems to 
have gone Into . Having* ac- 
counts. 


H may be difficult to prove 


this contention, but it does seem 
reasonable that in times of 
economic uncertainty, such as 
in 1971, small investors would 
look for safety rather than 
equity—and almost nothing is 
safer than the bank. 


Nevertheless, the Investment 


Company Institute, which rep- 
resents most of the large mu- 
tual funds, feels that the rela- 
tive disfavor into which their 
product has fallen is temporary. 


"Next year," it says, "it is 


estimated thai the rale of sav- 
ings will decline somewhat, and 
the composition of savings will 
change. 


"In 1972, for example, the net 


increase in savings deposits is 
forecast to rise more slowly 
lhan 
this 
year 
while new 


money flows into mutual funds 
undoubtedly 
will 
be 
signifi- 


cantly larger." 


While lhal statement may be 


disputed as readily as it is ac- 
cepted, there is one matter on 
which much of Wall Street 
seems to agree. It is this: Many 
American companies are go 
ing to profit from devaluation.

otherwise." 


The resolution was passed 


u n o fficially by unanimous 
votes at the joint 
meeting 


earlier this month and by Ihe 
board of trustees last night. 


Lane said one of his major 


reasons in asking for such a 
resolution is that he wants to 
prevent investors from sinking 
their money into such projects 
and losing their investment if 
the township refuses to grant 
rezoning. Certain investments 
are made by backers of these 
projects, 
he added, 
before 


these people come before the 
township board. 


"With many board members 


saying on several occasions 
that there is presently enough 
public housing in the township, 
we do not want to see these 
investors lose some of their 
money in the likelihood their 
plans are turned down," Lane 
added.
